PRESIDENT JOHNSON h as asked Cong­ 
ress to approv e a constitutional amend­ 
ment th at would extend th e terms of cong­ 
ressmen from th e present two years to four. 
As one could h av e expected, th is h as 
aroused a great deal of comment, both pro 
and con, and much more is to be expected 
in future days. For it creates issues wh ich 
go to th e v ery h eart of our gov ernmental 
system and on wh ich a wide and div ergent 
v ariety of v iews exist. 
President 
Joh nson, 
in 
h is 
special 
message on th e subject, said, in effect, 
th at th e ch ange is justified because of 
th e increasing complexity and v olume of 
legislation, th e improv ement in communi­ 
cation, and th e h igh cost of campaigning. 
Th e administration position, furth er, is 
th at th e election of all th e Congressmen 
sh ould take place in th e presidential election 
years. Th is proposal, by itself, h as resulted 
in a great deal of controv ersy. 
• • • 
To quote th e President. "Th e competitiv e 
pressures imposed by th e two-year term, 
wh en th e incumbent must remain in Wash ­ 
ington into th e Fall to attend to public 
business, reduce h is capacity to do eith er 
task — campaigning or legislating — with th e 
complete attention h is conscience and th e 
public interest demand.” 
The lo ng er term, he went o n, wo uld 
lea d mo re o f the best men in bo th priv a te 
a nd public life Into ca mpa ig ning fo r 
o ffice. 
Needless to say, th e longer term is a 
migh ty attractiv e prospect to a great many 
Congressmen. Th e frequency of campaign­ 
ing under th e present two-year term, along 
with th e ev er-accelerating costs, is, th ey 
believ e, a needless and destructiv e burden 
on th eir energies, abilities and resources. 
♦ * • 
But th is v iew is far from univ ersal. 
Th e influential Representativ e Celler of 
New York strongly opposes th e extended 
term. In h is words, “ It is being said th at 
th e issues are so complex th at it takes at 
least four years for a member to become 
sch ooled in th e intricacies of h ouse rules 
a nd th us become an effecUv e legislator. 
( 
“Hiis is a nonsequitur. To follow th is 
argument to its logical conclusion we would 
not permit a member to v ote before h e h as 
been in th e House for four years. It is also 
argued th at th e workload of a member h as 
increased a th ousand fold since th e founding 
of th is Nation. True, but so h av e th e aids 
av ailable to Congressmen increased at least 
a th ousand fold.” 


IJ 
Opposition to th e proposal th at th e House 
sh ould be totally elected in presidential 
election years is based on th e belief th at th e 
successful candidates would run clinging to 
th e presidential coattails and, once in, would 
be a rubber stamp for th e executiv e. Th is 
objection h as been v ery widely ech oed, both 
in and out of Congress. 
More fundamental is th e argument th at 
th e extended terms could seriously weaken 
th e wh ole constitutional system. 
Spea king o f this, Sa turda y Rev iew 
sa id: “ Tho se wise so uls who pro duced the 
incredible do cument so ug ht checks a nd 
ba la nces wherev er they co uld find them 
so tha t no o ne ma n o r bra nch o f g o v ern­ 
ment co uld fo rce a fo o lishness perma n­ 
ently o n the co mmo n peo ple. 
“Not th e least of th e reasons beh ind 
th eir logic in a two-year House term based 
on population and a six-year Senate term 
giv ing equality to ev ery state was th is v ery 
ch eck-and-balance ph ilosoph y for wh ich no 
better substitute h as ev er been dev ised.” 
Th ere are powerful forces on both sides, 
and both can present a case deserv ing of 
sober public consideration.

structure, old as th e nation, is at issue.

Two or Four Years? 
PRESID EN T JOHNSON has asked Cong­ 
ress to approve a constitutional amend­ 
ment that would extend the terms of cong­ 
ressmen from the present two years to four. 
As one could have expected, this has 
aroused a great deal of comment, both pro 
and con, and much more is to be expected 
in future days. For it creates issues which 
go to the very heart of our governmental 
system and on which a wide and divergent 
variety of views exist. 
President 
Johnson, 
in 
his 
special 
message on the subject, said, in effect, 
that the change is justified because of 
the increasing complexity and volume of 
legislation, the improvement in communi­ 
cation, and the high cost of campaigning. 
The administration position, further, is 
that the election of all the Congressmen 
should take place in the presidential election 
years. This proposal, by itself, has resulted 
in a great deal of controversy. 
• • • 
To quote the President, “The competitive 
pressures imposed by the two-year term, 
when the incumbent must remain in Wash­ 
ington into the Fail to attend to public 
business, reduce his capacity to do either 
task — campaigning or legislating — with the 
complete attention his conscience and the 
public interest dem and" 
The longer term, he went on, would 
lead more of the best men in both private 
and public life into campaigning for 
office. 
Needless to say, the longer term is a 
mighty attractive prospect to a great many 
Congressmen. The frequency of campaign­ 
ing under the present two-year term, along 
with the ever-accelerating costs, is, they 
believe, a needless and destructive burden 
on their energies, abilities and resources. 
• * • 
But this view is far from universal. 
The influential Representative Celler of 
New York strongly opposes the extended 
term. In his words, “It is being said that 
the issues are so complex that it takes at 
least four years for a member to become 
schooled in the intricacies of house rules 
and thus become an effective legislator. 
I 
“This is a nonsequitur. To follow this 
argument to its logical conclusion we would 
not permit a member to vote before he has 
been in the House for four years. It is also 
argued that the workload of a member has 
increased a thousand-fold since the founding 
of this Nation. True, but so have the aids 
available to Congressmen increased at least 
a thousand-fold.”

Opposition to the proposal that the House 
should be totally elected in presidential 
election years is based on the belief that the 
successful candidates would run clinging to 
the presidential coattails and, once in, would 
be a rubber stamp for the executive. This 
objection has been very widely echoed, both 
in and out of Congress. 
More fundamental is the argument that 
the extended terms could seriously weaken 
the whole constitutional system. 
Speaking of this, Saturday Review 
said: “Those wise souls who produced the 
Incredible document sought checks and 
balances wherever they could find them 
so that no one man or branch of govern­ 
ment could force a foolishness perman­ 
ently on the common people. 
“Not the least of the reasons behind 
their logic in a two-year House term based 
on population and a six-year Senate term 
giving equality to every state was this very 
check-a nd-bal anee philosophy for which no 
better substitute has ever been devised.” 
There are powerful forces on both sides, 
and both can present a case deserving of 
sober 
public 
consideration.

G reater variety in arrange­ 
ments using pussy willow can 
be obtained if some of the stems 
are curved.
